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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. The 
deficiencies of Templeton (i.e. no electronic check conversion were overcome with the addition of Funk, which does indeed have 
electronic check conversion and image capture for the physical check. These references are combined appropriately because the 
combination teaches a system that allows multiple payment types (Templeton) with electronic check coversion and image capture 
(Funk). There is motivation to modify Templeton for increased security measures in check transactions. In addition, claim 1 does not 
specifically recite that the check is returned to the customer and hence the system does not use a physical check as is argued on page 4 
lines 26-27 of the response (paper no. 10). Regarding the embodiment that utilizes the money order, the rejection that the money order 
is analogous to financial check transaction stands since the money order and check perform similar financial functions. Hence, claims 1 
11 and 13-23 stand rejected.
